Suttles was rated 
the hardest hitter in colored baseball during his playing days.4He holds 
the distinction of being the only person to ever hit Sganzeuszbazz more 
than ene ball over the scoreboard at Ruppert Stadium in Newark.Dale 


Alexander and Babe Ruth each hit one over there but Mule has hit three 


over this spot. He is a smart,aggressive,keen student of the game and 


will be certain to have a hustling and amsrt team. 

The Eagles will have a strong infield this year with Lenny 
Pierson at first base,Larry Dob, at second base,Murry Watkins, shortstop 
and Jimmie Davis third hase. Pierson is the veteran of this infield and 
is one of the top men at his position in the league. A good defensive 
player,dangerous hitter and great team man,Lenny is one of the most 
valuable players in the league today.Larry Doby was an All-State football, 
basketball and baseball player at Paterson Bast Side High School,where he 
captained the football team. Doby is a brilliant second sacker,fast ong 
the bases and an exceptionally good hitter.iMurry Watkins is playing his 
second year in the league and should become one of the outstanding 
shortstops of the season. He will probably be placed in the lead-off 
spot in the batting order and his defensive skill in the field is equal 
to most veterans. Jimmie Davis, played last year with the Orange Triangles 
and has been the sensation of the Spring training camp. He is ready for
